The examiner finds that they are unclear and confusing. For 
example, where is the "space-forming member" inside the housing. 
How can the housing be "hermetically sealed" when there is a shaft 
receiving hole? Where is the "communication passage way"? 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive. 

There is no "space-forming member" or "communication 
passageway". These are inconsistent features of nonelected Fig. 19. 
Further, applicant may not be his own lexicographer when he 
"defines" terms in a way that is inconsistent with standard usage. 
"Hermetically sealed" means air-tight. It is a logical inconsistency 
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to state that something is hermetically sealed while at the same 
time saying that there is a passageway that PREVENTS it from 
being "hermetically sealed".
